NEVADA, Mo., Feb. 3—The spe- 
cial House committee appointed to 
survey the eleemosynary hospital 
system is in for something of a 
shock when it reaches State Hos- 


pital No, 3. 

This institution for mental pa- 
tients does not have a psychol- 
ogist, an occupational therapist, 
a laboratory technician, social 
workers or even a dietitian. The 
hospital, built to accommodate 
1548 patients, now holds 2135. The 
extra 587 are cared for by jamming 
beds into every nook and cranny, 
placing folding cots in the space 
where patients sit during the day, 
and in a few cases letting patients 
sleep on mattresses on the floor. 

There are only four doctors and 
two registered nurses on the staff. 
When it comes to equipment, how-. 
ever, the hospital ranks with the 
best. It has facilities for fever 
therapy, hydrotherapy, pyschother- 
apy and the other recognized 
forms of treatment, as well as a 
hospital unit for surgical and 
acutely ill patients, a laboratory 
and such diagnostic aids as X-ray, 
basal metabolism and electrocar- 
diograph, 

Of the 2135 patients, approx- 
imately 830 are senile cases. For 
most of these the hospital can do 
little more than make them com- 
fortable; few ever improve enough 
to be able to go home, if they have 
a home other than a county poor 
house. As with the other state

LITTLE AMERICA, Feb, 1 (De- 
layed) (AP)—An Antarctic storm 
paced by wind gusts ranging up to 
50 miles an hour raged across 
Little America and the Ross sea 
tonight, slowing the work of un- 
loading ships and constructing the 
emergency camp. 

The winds, roaring in from the 
southeast, brought snow flurries 
and the temperature dropped to 
11 degrees above zero.. Continued 
bad weather is in prospect for to- 
morrow and immediate~—opportu- 
nities for. aerial reconnaissance 
appear slight. 

Despite the severity of the 
weather, R. Adm. Richard H. Cru- 
zen, commander of the central 
task group, saw some reason for 
optimism. He pointed out that 
the winds might break up the ice 
pack and make the return trip 
easier,

emergency camp—if one has to 
be established—had been proceed- 
ing fairly well. The camp will be 
set up only if a reconnaissance 
plane fails to return from a mis- 
sion. In that event, 30 men will 
stay on Little America for a year 
as an emergency crew.

Carey referred to Fleming's 
statement to the Senate Banking 
Committee last week that, while 
he felt no over-all rent increase 
was justified, he was prepared to 
order one because OPA did not 
have a big enough staff to handle 
individual adjustments.

Carey also told the committee a 
boost in rent ceilings now—while 
labor unions are trying to work 
out “harmonious” wage agree- 
ments—“will have the gravest ef- 
fect.” 

Would Cut Real Wages. 

Carey said junking of controls 
would mean “a cut in the real 
wages of American workers” and 
hence “would markedly affect the 
present delicate state of collec- 
tive bargaining negotiations.” 

He said that to the average 
worker a 15 per cent rent increase 
will mean “a further increase of 
3 or 4 per cent in his day-to-day 
living expenses.” Carey added: 

“It can only mean that his al- 
ready dangerously reduced expen- 
ditures,in meat and eggs and but- 
ter will be cut even further to 
make ends meet in the face of 
higher rents.” 

From Senator Flanders (Rep.), 
Vermont, came a proposal for a 
graduated hike in rent ceilings. 
He announced he has prepared a 
bill allowing a 5 per cent increase 
every four months. At the end of 
16 months, when the rise was 20 
per cent, he would abolish ceil- 
ings.

Union Officer Assails8 Men and 7 Women 


Found Guilty of Muti- 
lating, Torturing and 
Gassing Thousands. 


HAMBURG, Germany, Feb. 3 
(UP)—Five women and six men 
today were sentenced to death on 
the gallows for atrocities at the 
Ravensbruck women’s concentra- 
tion camp. Two other defendants 
were sentenced to 15 years each 
and two to 10 years each. 

The sentences were pronounced 
severa' hours after all 15 defend- 
ants were found guilty by a Brit- 
ish military court of war crin#s 
in the killing, torturing and dis- 
membering of thousands of wom- 
en inmates of the camp, which the 
Nazis themselves called “the 
women’s hell.” 

A sixteenth defendant, Dr. Adolf 
Winkelman, who .weeded out the 
“socially unfit” for extermination 
in the gas chamber, was found 
dead in his cell Saturday. He ap- 
parently died of heart disease. No 
verdict was announced in his case. 

The 11 sentenced to death were: 

Johann Schwarzhuler, the depu- 
ty camp commander and a fellow- 
student of Josef Kramer, the exe- 
cuted “beast of Belsen”; Ludwig 
Ramdohr, chief Gestapo officer at 
Ravensbruck; Gustav Binder, 8.5.

Publication of a monthly news- 
paper, “The Rat Controller,” is 
the latest weapon being used by 
the rat control section of the City 
Health Division in its efforts to 
reduce the infestation of rats in 
St. Louis, 

Edited by Robert M. North, su- 


pervisor of the section’s educa- 
tion service, the four-page multi- 
graphed newspaper’s first edition 
is being distributed to about 5000 
persons, including city officials, 
pest-control workers and mentbers 
of various civic organizations in- 
terested in rat control. 

Besides discussing the rat con- 
trol program, the first editidn in- 
cludes a description of some of 
the activities of rats. That de- 
scription is prefaced by a title: 
“If you’re squeamish, don’t read 
this.” : 

Rats, it seems, can jump ver- 
tically 30 inches and horizontally 
36 inches. They can: reach hori- 
zontally 18 inches, burrow into the 
earth to a depth of four feet and 
pass through openings as small as 
% inch in diameter besides 
climbing pipes and wires with 
ease, They carry various diseases, 
including typhus and_ bubonic 
plague, Rats breed with some 
rapidity; a female starting at the 
age of three months can average 
five litters of nine young rats 
each every year, so that a single 
pair can produce—if all survive— 
359,000,000 rats in three years, 


TRAPPED SAFE ROBBER KILLS 
ACCOMPLICE AND HIMSELF 


CHICAGO, Feb. 3 (AP)—A safe- 
cracker ‘apparently killed an ac- 
complice and then himself late 
Saturday night as they neared the 
end of an hour’s gun and tear gags 
fight with 70 policemen. Police 
had trapped them and two other 
members of the gang at work in a 
South Side currency exchange 
above which they were holding 
seven persons as hostages. 

Three policemen were wounded 
slightly in the wild gunfire ex- 
change which attracted a large 
crowd of spectators. Police who 
surrounded the flat-iron shaped 
building, employed _ searchlights 
and steel gun shields in the at- 
tack. Two of the burglars were 
captured. 

The hostages, including a 10- 
year-old girl and a 86-year old 
woman were unharmed except for 
the effects of the tear gas bombs 
hurled through the shattered win- 
dows of the apartment above the 
currency exchange.

Both proponents and opponents 
of the proposed new charter for 
University City, which would pro- 
vide that community with a coun- 
cilemanager form of government, 
are pinning their hopes of victory 
in the special charter election to- 
morrow on the weather. 

Walter L. Metcalfe, chairman 
of the University City Charter 
|'Commission which drew up the 
proposed document, predicted a 
total‘ vote of about 10,000 if fair 
weather prevails, with victory by 
a substantial majority. He con- 
ceded that bad weather and a poor 
turnout might defeat the measure. 
The largest number of votes ever 
cast in a University City election 
was slightly under 9000 in 1945, 
out of a total registration of 16,- 
500. 

Metcalfe said several hundred 
workers are conducting a tele- 
phone and house-to-house canvass 
today to get out the vote ‘and 
acquaint voters with the argu- 
ments in favor of the new charter. 
Automobiles will be available in 
each precinct to take voters to 
the polls if they are otherwise 
unable to get there, he said. 

Roscoe S, Tallman, a plumbing 
supply dealer and only member of 
the charter commission who re- 
fused to sign the document, has 
spearheaded the opposition to the 
new form of government. He pre- 
dicted a total vote of about 5000 
with the odds about even on the 
outcome. In his opinion, inclem- 
ent weather and a poor turnout of 
voters would probably work in fa- 
vor of the charter’s adoption. 

Neither side could take much 
comfort from the forecast by 
Meteorologist Harry F. Wahlgren 
of a cold wave tonight and a tem- 
perature of about 10 above to- 
morrow morning. Tallman said 
opponents of the charter were 
conducting a canvass of the voters 
today and would have workers on 
the streets tomorrow with some 
automobiles available td take 
voters to the polls. 

Under the charter, the council 
would be made up of two members 
from each of the city’s three wards 
and a seventh elected at large as 
presiding officer. The city man- 
ager, elected by the council, would 
be in charge of all city depart- 
ments. A simple majority would 
be sufficient to adopt the charter. 
The polls will be open from 6 a.m. 
to 7 p.m.

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ers Act contained 14 titles. Seven 
have lapsed or been turned into 
permanent laws; the remaining 
four, which would lapse under to- 
day's proposals, are largely in- 
operative or unneeded. They are: 

Title I1l1—Authorizing the con- 
demnation and disposal of pri- 
vate property. Only the rules 
authorizing disposal by sale, 
lease or other means remain in 
force. 

Title TV—Authorizing the Fed- 
eral Reserve Banks to buy 
Government bonds in the open 
market, without regard to matu- 
rity date; a permanent law will 
be recommended. 

Title VII — Exempting volun- 
teer Government employes, dol- 
lar-a-year men, and «part-time 
consultants from the Hatch Act 
bar on political activity. It was 
meant mainly to cover unpaid 
workers in OPA ration boards, 
now disbanded. There are no 
more dollar-a-year men. 

Title XIV — Authorized the 
Commerce Department to turn 
over to OPA “confidential” re- 
ports from business firms. Its 
extension; said Truman, “is not 
necessary.” 

Blanket Emergency Power. 

In seeking blanket powers in 
time of emergency, Trunian speci- 
fied that it would be used only “if 
there is a declaration by the 
President that such a national 
emergency has arisen.” 

“Although I do not anticipate 
that such an emergency will oc- 
cur, it is imperative that the gov- 
ernment should have the power, 
during the remainder of the re- 
conversion period, to deal with 
major unforeseen contingencies of 
this character,” the message said. 

Truman gave up the power to 
seize strike-threatened industries 
Dec. 31 when he proclaimed the 
end of hostilities. The power he 
now requests—which his aids said 
might be used in time of a strike 
affecting a nation-wide industry or 
uliliity—would serve only to con- 
serve supplies of the commodity 
affected. 

Putting food at the top of his 
rhust-list for continued controls, 
the President declared world grain 
supplies are “still far short of es- 
sential needs.” Control must be 
continued to .insure shipment to 
war-devastated nations and to pre- 
vent “disease and unrest” in Ger- 
many and Japan. 

He said also that food controls 
mare needed to insure economies

“Yet large land companies 
and their adherents are trying to 
tear down that law for their own 
benefit and to the disadvantage of 
literally tens of thousands of vet- 
erans, farmers’ sons, who are ask- 
ing for an opportunity to buy land 
that has adequate water.” 

Krug predicted that the Colum- 
bia River basin eventually would 
achieve a form of basin adminis- 
tration that will co-ordinate, but 
not supersede, the various agen- 
cies associated with the’ develop- 


ment. 

He added that problems of the 
Missouri are “quite different” and 
he has not yet made a recom- 
mendation for administration of 
that area.

Of 3-Cent Steel Pins That Cost 34 


This and Other'Queer Practices to Be Inves- 
tigated by Committee Which Some 
Senators Wanted Abolished.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 3 — The 
Senate War Investigating Com- 
mittee has some more queer 
stories ready to tell, Some have 
been told—the story of the friend- 
ly Congressman, Andrew J. May, 
and the amazing Garsson broth- 
ers and the one about Senator 
Theodore G. Bilbo and his dream 
house, built on a lake by a grate- 
ful contractor. There are atill 
others, 

There is the story of the little 
steel pins. Be sure to tune in, ad- 
vises Senator Homer Ferguson 
(Rep.), Michigan, when the com- 
mittee starts on this one. 

The little steel pins were about 
three inches long, not very heavy, 
and weré made during the war as 
parts for wool] carding machines 
in French North Africa. The pro- 
curement divisien of the Treasury 
bought 67,000 of them and sent 
them abroad under lend-lease, The 
manufacturers made the pins, 
Ferguson says, for three cents 
apiece, but the Treasury paid 34 
cents apiece. 

The committee has looked into 
a number of deals by which the 
Treasury bought wrenches, saws, 
hand tools and other small articles 
of hardware from contractors who 
didn’t make them, but sublet the 
contracts to manufacturers, 

“In the cases examined, doing 
business in this fashion has cost 
the Government, $2,000,000 over the 
manufacturers’ actual prices,” 
Ferguson says. 

There has been quite a battle 
going on in the Senate over this 
whole business. Some Senators 
apparently didn’t want the com- 
mittee to go on telling its queer 
stories. Others did. 

“The United States spent $400,- 
000,000,000 during World War II,” 
says Senator C. Wayland Brooks 
(Rep.), Illinois, “and the Amer- 
ican people are entitled to know 
what it was spent for.” 

Ferguson’s committee isn't go- 
ing to get a chance to tell the 
story of the 1000-mark notes.

WASHINGTON, Feb, 3—Presi- 
dent Truman has asked _ Sec- 
retary of State George C. Marshall 
to act on the Palestine problem 
as soon as possible. Truman wants 
the British to admit 100,000 Jews 
to the Holy Land “right now.” He 
has been urging this for more 
than 18 months. 

The United States has also 
passed on to the British, for their 
consideration, a Zionist proposal 
to divide Palestine into a Jewish 
and Arab state. At the same time, 
/fmerican Zionists are demanding 
that the Republican leadership in 
Congress take effective action to 
uphold Jewish claims in the Holy 
Land, 

If the Republicans fail to do 
this, the Zionists will throw their 
votes to the Democrats in 1948, a 
spokesman said here today. This 
Jewish vote will decide the out- 
come of the elections in certain 
key states, Zionists say, and might 
even decide which party controls 
the Senate. 

Republican leaders have prom- 
ised to support the Zionists more 
vigorously than the Democrats 
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have done, Zionist quarters say. 
Republicans have said in the past 
that they could do little to carry 
out these promises because they 
were the minority party. Now that 
the Republicans control Congress, 
however, they must redeem their 
pledges, Zionists declare. 

The Republicans can do this by 
penalizing the British, in legisla- 
tion before Congress, until London 
grants the Jews what they consid- 
er their rights. 

Rabbi Abba Hillel Silver of 
Cleveland is leading the new Jew- 
ish drive for Republican action.

Strikes, slowdowns, work 
stoppages or other concerted in- 
terferences with operations in the 
life of a contract or in negotiations 
connected with a new contract 
would be prohibited. 

Case Bill Less Drastic, 

Less drastic are the proposals 
of Representative Case (Rep.), 
South Dakota. sponsor of the Case 
bill which President Truman ve- 
toed last session. In his latest 
bill, Case proposes the establish- 
ment of an independent Industrial 
Disputes Commission to take over 
the United States Conciliation 
Service for the direction of concil- 
jation, mediation and voluntary 
arbitration. This commission would 
report to the President when all 
normal efforts fail and “a sub- 
stantial interruption of an es- 
sential monopolized service” makes 
further government action neces- 
sary. 

This bill would create also an 
“emergency commission” to inves- 
tigate and. to recommend settle- 
ments when the President deter- 
mines that the public welfare, 
health and safety are in danger, 
and would specifically authorize 
the Attorney General to use in- 
junctions when a strike in “an es- 
sential monopolized sérvice” or 
industry burdens commerce and 
endangers public welfare, health 
or safety. 

A third bill which refers indi- 
rectly to public utilities has 
been introduced by Representa- 
tives Auchincloss of New Jersey, 
Herter of Connecticut, Heselton of 
Massachusetts, Hale of Maine and 
Case, all Republicans. This bill 
would authorize government inter- 
vention on behalf of the public in 
labor disputes affecting interstate 
commerce which threaten suspen- 
sion of services essential to the 
public health and safety. In addi- 
tion to setting up an independent 
labor disputes Conciliation Admin- 
istration, the bill would empower 
the President to forbid a strike 
or lockout in an essential industry 
so operations could be continued 
while negotiations were going On. 
If the parties would not agree to 
voluntary arbitration, compulsory 
arbitration would be invoked, re- 
quiring settlement of the dispute by 
a three-man panel. | 

Passage Unlikely. 

Tt is unlikely that any of these 
bills will be approved by Congress. 
Should one be passed, it is highly 
likelv that President Trumag 
would veto it.

CCUSING American  indus- 
trialists of having invested 
more than 100,000,000 marks 
in German automobile industry 
since the war, Pravda Commenta- 
tor Boris Izakov said today that 
the United States occupation zone 
was marked by specific activity in 
industry connected with Amer- 
ican money. 

(The mark is worth 10 cents at 
the present military exchange 
rate.) 

Asserting American and British 
capital helped Germany get on its 
feet to prepare for another con- 
flict after World War I, Izakov 
wrote in the Communist party 
newspaper that ‘‘one of the lessons 
of history is that the owners of 
the capitalistic world neglect the 
lessons of history.” 

“Penetration into German indus- 
try by American and British busi- 
ness capital,” said the writer, “and 
the tendency of business men from 
Wall street and the City (Lon- 
don’s Wall street) to preserve and 
restore German monopolies, ef- 
fecting at the same time their con- 
trol over them, is not in the least 
connected with the job of military 
and economic disarmament of Ger- 
many and its war potential. 

‘Says “Facts Speak.” 

“Facts speak. American and 
British business men trample un- 
hampered on the joint decisions of 
the Allies in western Germany, 
which were directed toward es- 
tablishing sound peace in Europe. 

“All the present activity of 
American and English concerns 
and banks in western Germany is 
contrary to the economic. prin- 
ciples proclaimed at Potsdam.” 

Izakov said that after World 
War I, American and British 
capitalists, “proceeding primarily 
from the interests of their pock- 
ets, aided the development of 
various. branches of German in- 
dustry, including those which were 
unquestionably of military signifi- 
cance, The biggest investments 
of American capital were in the 
automobile industry of Germany. 
Ford and General Motors aided 
much in its development.”

HE stock market’s doing a little second-guessing. It’s going up. 


It’s casting a shadow of doubt

Then stock prices cried out to high heaven that something

whispers started: “A recession is around the corner.” The whispers 
grew, till they reached a roar, with almost everybody ultimately 


joining the crescendo. 


But ‘the recession hasn’t come, 
off. It hasn’t even shown positive | 
signs ,of coming off. True, there | 
are layoffs here and there. True 
also, some prices have come 
down, like corn, cattle and 
butter; true still further, January | 
retail clearance sales are wide-. 
spread like in furs and jewelry. 
Yet, when you've said that, you’ve 
said nearly everything. And you 
haven’t said that the smoke hangs 
heavy over Pittsburgh, Buffalo, 
Gary, Birmingham, and other steel 
centers. 


Steel’s Rule of Thumb. 


You don’t have depressions in 
the United States—or bad reces- 
sions either—when the country’s 
steel mills run at 92.9 per cent of 
capacity, Despite aluminum and 
plastics, despite war-born substi- 
tutions, “as steel goes, so goes 
the nation” is a good economic 
rule of thumb until proved other- 
wise. 

Here it is, a full seven months 
after June 1 when stocks turned 
down and steel production is at 
the highest level in 20 months; 
the Federal Reserve Board index 
of industrial production  plods 
along at about the best rate since 
the end of the war; textile de- 
mand continues high income pay- 
ments are at an all-time high; 
people still have money and still 
spend it. Department store sales 
—though not so buoyant as ear- 
lier in the year—hold up. That's 
partly due to the January clear- 
ance sales. These sales have test- 


ed the market, have shown there 
are still buyers at a price.

High Tide, Sept. 9, 1850 

California’s claims to tidelands oil as a state’s 
right receive an inglorious puncturing from 
Dwight L. Sawyer, chief engineer of the Golden 
Queen Mining Co., in an article reprinted under 
the cartoon today. 

The state’s rights cry was raised in connec- 
tion with the quitclaim bill which President 
Truman vetoed last year, and it is raised again 
in the brazen re-introduction of the same meas- 
ure in the Eightieth Congress. | 

In essence it was stated as follows by Attorney 
General Robert W. Kenny of California and his 
special assistant, William W. Clary, last year: 

The real issue is the attack on the prin- 
ciple of state sovereignty under which all 


states from the beginning have held all 
land beneath navigable waters. 


Now Mr. Sawyer, writing in the trade maga- 
zine Mining and Metallurgy, draws up the big 
guns of history to show that California has not 
from the beginning held all land beneath navi- 
gable waters. The fact is, Mr. Sawyer says, that 
California was admitted to the Union with the 
express condition that. its western boundary 
should be the line of mean high tide on Sept. 9, 
1850—and that the state should keep hands off 
public lands. The land between the lines of 
high and low tides—“the tidelands,” to which 
California lays claim as a state right—were thus 
expressly reserved to the Federal domain in the 
act by which California became a state. 

In that early day,.Mr. Sawyer says, California 
not only did not own the oil-rich tidelands, it 
did not own so much as a lead pencil. 

The tidelands oil issue is pending before the 


United States Supreme Court, which will prob- 


ably set hearings for some time this month. The 
case, brought. by the Department of Justice 
against the State of California, is one which At- 
torney General Clark has expressed himself as 
being sure of winning. Its filing in October of 
1945 was the signal for California oil companies, 
profiting from state leases of the tidelands 
oil deposits, to start a frantic campaign to pro- 
tect California’s state’s rights. 

With Kenny as a front, the oil companies had 
a quitclaim bill drawn up, and their front men 
deluded the Attorneys-General of all the states 
but Arizona, Washington and Missouri into back- 
ing it. Congress enacted the bill, and the na- 
tion’s last great reserve of oil for national de- 
fense would have been turned over to private 
plunder if President Truman had not vetoed it. 

The absolute necessity of preserving tidelands 
oil as a national armament is underscored yet 
again by the report of the Senate oil investigat- 
ing committee. It says the United States couldn't 
fight another war on its own oil alone and that 
therefore every step should be taken to develop 
the reserves within our borders, which “are more 
likely than not to constitute the citadel of our 
defense.” How can the California oil companies 
justify their efforts to squander this citadel for 
their private profit, and how can officials of 
California justify themselves in helping along 
the grab? 

If the profit-greedy private interests which are 
the real authors of the quitclaim bill really be- 
lieved California has a state's right to the tide- 
lands, why were they so fearful of letting the 
Supreme Court decide, so frantic to forestall ad- 
judication with legislation? Why are they, re- 
newing the attack again this year if they are as 
confident as they say they are that the oil be- 
longs to California, to fritter away as it will, and 
not to the nation, to preserve for its security? 

The answer seems to be in Mr. Sawyer’s cita- 
tion of history—that the tidelands don’t belong 
to California and never did. Let 140,000,000 
Americans hope that they never will. 
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A Few Modest Controls 


The President’s desire to extend a few war- 
time priority and allocation powers emphasizes 
anew the many times greater and more onerous 
burden of controls already abandoned. His ex- 


~ position of the need is on the whole self-evident. 


As to housing, for example, one wishes that 
the President had not decontrolled to the extent 
that he already has, A large part of the chance 
to get big-scale and rapid building has already 
been lost. All the more reason, then, to re- 
tain the mild powers the President still has to 
augment construction. Similarly, we are in a 
sharp transportation shortage which will grow 


‘sharper when industry really approaches capac- 


ity production. So it would be folly to abandon 
the allocation power for freight cars. 

Mr. Truman has an equally good case for 
rapid congressional action. The controls are 
slated to expire in a bare two months, and “it is 
unsettling . . ,. to be obliged to wait until the 
last possible moment for decision by the Con- 
gress on emergency legislation.” We saw that 
when goods went in hiding to wait for the end 
of price control. Uncertainty about the future 
of luxury taxes is supposed to be hurting the sale 
of furs, jewelry and luggage at the present time, 
The same principle applies to the allocation con- 
trols. There is little room for meritorious dispute 
over this legislation. Congress should set to and 
pass it, 
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Poland, an American Dilemma 

The question of what to do about Moscow’s 
rigged Polish elections is a typically American 
dilemma. The elements of the problem are one 
barn, empty; one horse, stolen; and one barn- 
door, open, The next move is ours. 

Sumner Welles says the United States cannot 
stop at pro forma representations, This country 
is cémmitted to free elections for Poland by its 
solemn word in the Atlantic Charter, in the Yalta 
and Potsdam declarations and in the UN Char- 
ter. He proposes that the Government lay the 
case before UN. 

Edggr Ansel Mowrer says many Polish non- 
Communists voted for Bierut and his Commu- 
nist bloc because a victory by the majority Peas- 
ant party would have meant intervention by 
‘Moscow and rule by Russian Communists instead 
of Polish Communists. He urges therefore that 
the United States go ahead with aid to Poland. 
This aid is considerable—$40,000,000 in coal cars 
and other capital equipment, and a reported 
$500,000,000 loan from the World Bank. 

Unquestionably the case should be laid before 
UN, but what to do in addition is the problem. 
The criterion should be how persuasive the ac- 
tion is to Russia—not to Poland, because it has 
no freedom of choice. Whatever is done should 
be done with the primary object of making it 


to Russia’s disadvantage to continue its mailed- 
fist policy in Poland. The election steal was in 
Poland, but it was of the Kremlin, by the Krem- 


lin, and for the Kremlin.

In place of the demand of the AFL Interna- 
tional Brotherhood of Electrical Workers for an 
hourly wage increase of 25 cents and a six-month 
contract, and the company’s rejoinder of 13 cents 
and an 18-month pact, the parties ended up with: 

13 cents until next June 30. Then 16 cents 

until March 31, 1948. The contract itself 

was extended to March 31 of next year. 

The agreement is subject to two considera- 
tions: (1) amicable settlement of disputed issues 
between the company and a fourth IBEW local, 
and (2) ratification by the rank-and-file. The 
company and the fourth local went into nego- 
tiations this morning. 

By acceptance of the agreement, the threat of 
a walkout which could deprive the St.‘ Louis area 
of electricity is momentarily dissipated. The 
three locals which have agreed to the compro- 
mise are 1439, 309 and 649, representing line- 
men and substation workers in St. Louis, East 
St. Louis and Alton. It is their members who 
feed the electric current to the public once it 
has been generated in the company’s power 
plants. 

The members of the fourth local, No. 1455, 
which went into negotiations with the company 
this morning are sales and clerical workers, It 
is to be hoped that their representatives will 
show the same reasanableness which resulted in 


Saturday’s accord and the least they can expect 


from it is the same terms accepted by the oth- 
ers. 

It would be folly indeed, now that the dispute 
is virtually settled, for this group of White col- 
lar workers to upset the applecart by failing to 
reach a solution of their problems at the bargain- 
ing table. For Local 1455 to precipitate a strike 
under the circumstances would be a direct invi- 
tation to the Legislature to enact a drastic anti- 
strike bill for public utilities.

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The AFL’s Action 


Two of the AFL’s largest union groups acted 
over the weekend to stop needless strikes, Un- 
doubtedly the no-strike, no-lockout agreement in 
the construction industry, and the decision of 
the teamsters to combat wildcat stoppages, in- 
dicate awareness of the restrictive labor legis- 
lation piling up in Congress. But motive is of 
small concern where an action is so constructive 
that it can be commended to the whole labor 
movement. 

The decision of the International Brotherhood 
of Teamsters has a clear but limited purpose. 
This union will suspend local branches and local 
officers responsible for wildcat strikes. These 
are among the most pointless, disruptive forms 
of industrial warfare. 

In the building business, the AFL unions and 
the Associated General Contractors have agreed 
on a broader objective. They will establish a 
joint committee to work out all disputes. In 
this particular industry, the agreement will be 


oo 


especially helpful in eliminating strikes over 


jurisdiction and secondary boycotts. 

St. Louis had a sample of the jurisdictional 
dispute in the years of infighting between the 
carpenters and machinists at the Anheuser-Busch 
brewery. The hodcarriers’ strike against the use 
of concrete mixers in Chicago was another fa- 
mous example, 

As for boycotts, the Senate Labor Committee 
heard ample testimony about them last week. 
Witnesses told how the AFL electrical union re- 
fused to handle equipment produced by non- 
union men, or by the CIO, or in extreme cases 
by another local of the same AFL union. 

But of recent years the construction industry 
has not been vastly hampered by the usual va- 
riety of wage-hour strikes. Most of these were 
settled quickly. What happened was that the 
contractors accepted higher wages and shoved 
the cost on to the consumer. Beyond that, union 
and management in the construction industry 
have together fought for outmoded building codes 
and against prefabricated housing, and otherwise 
allied themselves against the man in need of.a 
home. 

So a nation hungry for homes may want to 
watch the workings of this alliance. But a na- 
tion hungry for industrial tranquillity will ac- 
cept the construction industry’s peace pact and 
the disciplinary action of the teamsters as forth- 
right attempts to keep production going. That 
is the nation’s need of the hour, and thes@AFL 
unions have respected it.

California Grabs for Public Oil

*History proves that West Coast State never did own oil lands off 
the coast, mining engineer shows; Federal Government kept tide- 
lands for the people; specific acts of Congress bear this out; yet 
California is trying to seize oil deposits fof private exploitation.

Oil is classified as a mineral and most of 
the mineral land in California is owned by 
the United States. However, the State of 
California has issued leases on some of these 
tideland oil fields and is now collecting 
royalties based on the value of the oil 
produced from them. 


The California newspapers, politicians 
and lobbyists tell of the unquestionable 
state ownership of the tidelands, of how 
the Federal Government is attempting to 
grab them and the effect of the precedent 
that such a grab would have on all the 
other coastwise states. They have especial- 
ly mentioned Texas as a state which would 
be adversely affected by such a federal 
grab. 

After reading such statements it is con- 
fusing to hear that United States Attorney 
General Clark announced to a press con- 
ference in San Francisco on Oct. 1: 
personally argue, before the United States 
Supreme Court, early next year, the Fed- 
eral Government's suit against the State 
of California for title to oil-bearing lands 
off the coast.” 

He further states, “I contend that Cali- 
fornia literally hasn’t a leg to stand on as 
far as the suit is concerned.” 


Horses on Malibu’s Hill 


While the area which is now California 
was under Spanish and Mexican rule, grants 
of land were given to certain individuals. 
The boundaries of most of these grants 
were indefinite, as for instance, a sergeant 
of the guard at Monterey was given a slip 
of paper saying it was all right for him to 
run horses on the hills of Malibu. 


Later, when California became a state, 
the United States Land Commission made 
a study of these grants and in most cases 
confirmed the boundaries as they had orig- 
inally been given. Some of the grants 
along the coast extended out to “safe an- 
chorage on the Pacific,” as did the Rancho 
Santa Clara, near Port Hueneme, but in 
most such cases the Land Commission re- 
stricted the western limits of the grants 
to mean high tide. 

The submerged lands and tidelands off 
the coast of California are a part of the 
territory ceded to the United States by 
Mexico as a result of conquest and pur- 
chase, under the terms of the Treaty of 
Guadalupe-Hidalgo of 1848. 


Terms of Admission Act 


This territory was céded to the United 
States and not to the State of California, 
which at that time did not exist as a state. 
From 1848 to 1849 California was a terri- 
tory just as Alaska is now and no one 
questions that the Federal Government 
owns the tidelands of Alaska. 


When California was admitted into the 
Union by the “Admission Act,” approved 
by Congress, Sept. 9, 1850, it was with the 
following understanding, and it was s0 
expressed in the Act; 

“The State of California is admitted.into 
the Union upon the express condition that 
the people of said State, through their Leg- 
islature or otherwise, shall never interfere 
with the primary disposal of public lands 
within the State....” 

This “Admission Act” also established 
the western boundaries of the State of

Another act which has a bearing on this 
controversy and which was passed by Con- 
gress 42 years before California became a 
state, says in part, “A state cannot claim 
the right to public lands within her lim- 
sae’ 


No Paper, No Pencils 


When the first constitutional Governor 
of California, Peter H. Burnett, and the 
Legislature were elected in 1849, there was 
no state property nor funds of any sort or 
description, not even paper and pencils. 

The only power that could give land to 
California was Congress, and in 1866 Con- 
gress passed an act giving California, for 
its schools, 550,000 acres of land. But 
Congress, after the Civil War wished to 
reserve the minerals in California and in 
sOme way use them to pay the war debt, 
which at that time appéared enormous. 

So, in this act giving these 550,000 acres 
of land to California, it was definitely 
stated that the land was agricultural land 
and that should portions of it prove to be 
mineral-bearing the state should take lieu 
land which was agricultural, in place of 
the mineral-bearing land. 

How the California politicians have re- 
cruited the Texas politicians to join in the 
fight against the federal “seizure” of Cali- 
fornia’s tidelands is puzzling because the 
Federal Government has never questioned 
the ownership of the tidelands in Texas. 


Texas Is Something Else 


Texas was recognized as an independent 


republic by the United States in 1837. Then. 


in 1845, Congress offered, and Texas ac- 
cepted, statehood, with one of the provi- 
sions being, “The United States was to set- 
tle all questions of boundaries with foreign 
countries while Texas was to retain all its 
vacant and unappropriated lands.” 


And as with Texas, there is no question 
of the ownership of the tidelands of the 
Eastern Atlantic states for the 13 original 
states, which formed the Federal Union, 
were all sovereign states prior to their 
joining the Union, They owned all the ter- 
ritory within their borders, which included 
the tidelands, and they did not relinquish 
their ownership on joining the Union, 


DEAN ACHESON STAYS ON

Secretary Marshall was both wise and 
fortunate in prevailing upon Dean Acheson 
to continue, for some months at least, as 
Under Secretary of State. 

Secretary Byrnes was away from Wash- 
ington so much of the time that Acheson 
was more often acting secretary than 
merely under secretary.

Between Book Ends 


The Difference Is in Ideas 


22 CELLS IN NUERNBERG. by 

(Greenberg, New York.) 

PR tragedy of Nuernberg is nagt that the 
22 Nazis tried there by the International 
Tribunal were beasts—-but precisely that 
they were human beings. This book is a 
capable beginning of the attempt that must 
be made sooner or later to grapple with 
that fact. The author was a United States 
Army psychiatrist assigned to the Germans 
tried as War criminals, and he has written 
a readable report, 

However much one might loathe the mem- 
ory of Hermann Goering, for instance, it is 
useful for historians and social scientists 
to know that he was neither impotent, a 
pervert nor really a drug addict—he did 
have a habit of taking paracodeine pills, 
but Dr. Kelley says he was “cured” too 
easily to have been an addict. Goering waa 
in fact, a highly intelligent, capable and 
ambitious man without a scrap of morality, 
by Dr. Kelley's findings. When the physi- 
cian asked Goering how he could have or- 
dered his old friend Ernst Roehm killed, 
Goering replied: “But he was in my 
way...” 

Most of the other Nazis were found by 
Dr. Kelley to be men of rather ordinary 
and sometimes less than ordinary capaci- 
ties. Julius Streicher was an obscenity of- 
fensive even to his fellow Nazis. Von Rib- 
bentrop was a sniveling creature who was 
lost without either Hitler or his wife to 
tell him what to do and think, after he 
landed in the Nuernberg cell. 

. - * 

Perhaps the picture drawn by Dr. Kelley 
of Hitler himself, out of conversations with 
top Nazis, Hitler's physicians and secre- 
taries, is the most interesting of all. “Phys- 
ically, Hitler weighed about 150 pounds and 
was five feet nine inches in height. His 
skin was pale and his physique generally 
unprepossessixg. . . . Toward the énd of 
1943 he developed some weakness of the 
left leg and of the left arm, in which he 
also developed incveasing tremulousness... 
the symptoms avere diagnosed as hysterical 
reaction without actual nerve damage....” 

Dr. Kelley's conclusion as a psychiatrist 
is that “so far as I can determine, there 
is no real difference between the individual 
German and the individual American ex- 
cept for the German's more ardent belief 
in his ideologies , 

Americans may find refuge, says the au- 
thor, only in avoiding the ideo logical errors 
of the Nazis. “It is up to us whether we 
learn from the holocaust of Europé and 
develop a truly democratic nation where 
we and our children can live without bDick- 
ering, without hatreds, emotionally secure 
because we are an emotionally mature na- 


tion.”

Without This, Deterioration 
in City Will Spread. 


Ordinances giving official sta- 
tus to the City Plan Commission 
and force to the master plan de- 
vised by the Commision should 
be adopted by the City of St. 


Louis, Joseph A, -‘McClain, Com- 
mission chairman, declared in an 
address over radio station KWK 
yesterday. 


“The plan itself,” he said, “will 
not suffice, Without official 
status, it will represent a mean- 
ingless, but expensive set of books, 
charts and maps, to be consulted 
or not as personal desire» or 
whims may dictate in the future. 

“Deterioration within the city 
will be accelerated unless this 
soundly conceived plan is popular- 
ly supported and officially ap- 
proved and adopted by ordinance, 
making conformance with the 
plan mandatory in every action 
affecting the fundamental char- 
acter of the city.” 

Chief cause of slums and other 
civic ills in St. Louis in the past, 
he said, was the “many expedient 
measures that have been taken 

without reference to their 
long-term consequences ,. , There 
is need for speedy elimination of 


conditions detrimental to urban 
living.” 


McClain outlined some of the 
functions of the master plan, in 
slum clearance, creation of ade- 
quate living areas, streets, air- 
ports, parks, and the rationaliza- 
tion of all of the city’s resourcem 
He urged that the plan be dis- 
cussed by “community and neigh- 
borhood associations, service clubs, 
social agencies, labor groups, vet- 
erans’ organizations, professional 
and trade organizations” and 
asked such groups to urge official 
adoption of the plan by ordinance.

T= State Department's statement last Tuesday, expressing dis- 


satisfaction with the Polish elections, was confirmed in an 

extensive tour I made in Poland following the balloting. I 
traveled through central, western, and southern Poland, including 
the new territori®s acquired from the Germans and the land between 
the Oder and the Neisse rivers. 


I made the trip to find first- 
hand the answer to the questions: 
Does the government, which just 
claimed such an overwhelming 
majority, really represent the Pol- 
ish people? Was the election co- 
erced? 

My trip convinced me that the 
Present Polish Government in- 
tends to perpetuate itself almost 
exclusively by naked force. 

Accompanied by a reliable 
American translator, I entered 
peasant homes at random. I vis- 
ited state farms converted from 
manorial estates; I talked with 
teachers, priests, soldiers and inn- 
keepers, and sat in small taverns 
picking up conversations. All this 
was less difficult in smaller places, 
for soon I discovered that every- 
one is inclined to trust Ameri- 
cans. 


Regime of Fear. 


I discovered exactly three en- 
thusiastic supporters of the Gov- 
ernment. An almost unanimous 
attitude was the dislike, aversion, 
fear and distrust of the Govern- 
ment. 

This is true in peasant homes 
which had party slogans ostenta- 
tiously written on the walls. This 
is true even of people in the ad- 
ministration itself, who testified 
they wanted to serve Poland but 
hoped the Government and its 
policies would change. I found 
eer no one who maintained 
that e elections were free and 
uncoerced, and few who thought 
the Government itself was free 
and not a prisoner of Mescow. 

Many said they had voted be- 
cause they were compelled to vote; 
had been compelled in advance to 
Fign a statement that they would 
vote “list 3”; had been threatened 
with loss of jobs, property or other 
measures if the district -went 
agtinst the Government; and, fin- 


ally, were convinced from experi- 
ence in the Juge referendum that 
no matter how e ballots were 
cast, the announced result would 
be the same. 

Their grievances covered fear 
of the secret police, indignation at 
patronage which meant insecurity 
in any job unless enjoying party 
favor, disillusionment with the 
Government's social measures, and 
always the conviction that the 
Government was “foreign.” 


National Bolshevism. 


The plans described and argu- 
ments advanced by Government 
spokesmen present Poland as en- 
tering a fascinating New-Dealish 
experiment. But the country itself 
belies these claims. Reconstruc- 
tion is backward, and the policies, 
good on paper, have not been re- 
alized in fact. Apparently the only 
public institution really well or- 
ganized on a nation-wide scale is 
the U.B.—the committee of public 
safety — whose interlocking civil 
and military bureaus seem de- 
signed on the pattern of Himm- 
ler’s Gestapo. 

Though theoretically a semi- 
Socialist state, apart from the 
dogged work of land-owning peas- 
ants in central Poland and certain 
industries, the economy largely 
consists of speculation. In garish 
night clubs, one sees masses of 
newly rich — vultures preying on 
the misery of the people, looted 
first by the Russians and Ger- 
mans together, then by each 
singly. 

It is impossibie to describe 
Poland in terms of Socialism or 
democracy. It is a sort of na- 
tional Bolshevism to an _ over- 
whelmingly rural, conservative, 
traditionally Catholic people, who, 
as a peasant lad rut it, feel them- 
—— less than the dirt of a 
field.

Dutra is not a Communist, 
neither is he dictator-minded. It 
is believed he wants only to re- 


ic nation and to assure all minor- 
ities fair representation. 

The big danger to the Dutra 
regime, however, is not Commu- 
nism. It is former President Getu- 
lio Vargas, whose iron-handed rule 
was ended by a brief revolt. Var- 
gas still has many followers. He 
ran a slate of so-called laborite 
candidates in the recent congres- 
sional elections. If they can grab 
enough win, place or show tickets, 
he is almost certain to try a 
comeback.

Adhemar Barros, elected gover- 
nor of Sao Paulo state with com- 
munist support, is now talking of 
forming a nationwide Socialist 
party to check Communist expan- 
sion. Barros is a coffee magnate, 
owner of huge plantations, and a 
friend of Dutra. 

Other political leaders are call- 
ing for a coalition of anti-Com- 
munist forces’. Among these are 
War Minister Gen. Goes Monteiro

F DR was fond of swapping anecdotes with chums. He 


often relayed this one to illustrate adroit diplomacy in 
action. ... Statesman Talleyrand was once flanked by a 
beautiful blonde and brunette at a dinner table. When the 


blonde asked which one he preferred, the diplomat answered: » 


“The one who will favor me with a look.” ... But the lady 
wasn't satisfied, inquiring: “Suppose we were both drowning— 
which one would you rescue?” ., Talleyrand retorted that 
he would help both, or the one in the greatest danger. ... But 
she was persistent: “Suppose the peril was equally imminent?” 
... He gamely replied that he would give his right hand to the 
blonde and the left to the brunette... .

THE WHITE HOUSE attracts much odd mail. FDR once 
received a ditty penned by an embryonic songsmith who re- 
quested his aid in getting the song published. It was a jive lilt 
replete with meaningless lyrics. . « Roosevelt penned this 
comment on the song sheet: “Nowadays, what isn't worth 
saying —is put to music!” . . After a legislator popped-off 
with a series of vicious attacks against FDR, a friend inquired 
why he never bothered to reply to the belittler. ... Roosevelt 
snapped: “He will get an answer when he proves that he 
deserves a listener!” ... If there were elderly ladies in the 
audience during the exhibition of films at the White House, 
FDR enjoyed teasing them by making mildly risgay comments 
about the trim torsos of the actresses on the screen... . And 
when he heard the shocked gasps of the elderly ladies, FDR 
would roar... .

In this case, the amounts would be so nearly alike that the 
one check could be divided evenly without being unfair to 
those whose appetites are small.

OASTING chicken the modern 
R way means starting with 

chicken not older than nine 
months and baking in an open 
pan all through the cooking. The 
old time method of “roasting” 
which is. not considered roasting 


at all but braising made use of - 


older and less expensive’ chickens 
and the cooking three-fourths of 
the time was done in a covered 
pan. The cover was taken off the 
last fourth of the time to brown 
and crisp the skin to make it more 
attractive to the eye and palate. 
That old time method had another 
advantage besides using older 
chicken. The precooking in barely 
enough water to cover to heat the 
chicken through and to obtain 
enough flavorful broth to add to 
the’ dressing did produce much 
tastier dressing than is possible to 
obtain in a dressing without the 
chicken broth. This old time 
method also eliminates the bast- 
ing required in cooking the mod- 
ern way. Try it the next time you 
want chicken. Your family is sure 
to approve of the flavor though it 
might not be quite so handsome in 
appearance, 
Old Time “Roast” Chicken. 

Four to four and one-half pound 
hen; one tablespoon salt; three 
cups water; 12 slices day old 
bread; one to one and one-half 
teaspoons sage; one-fourth tea- 
apoon black pepper. 

Clean, wash and drain chicken 
thoroughly. Fold wings under 
chicken. Fit compactly into a 
stew kettle but make sure to shape 
it so it will have symmetrical form 
in the roasting pan. Add water 
and salt, cover, heat to boiling, 
then simmer for half an hour. 
Meanwhile tear bread into small 
crumbs. Sprinkle seasoning over 
them and toss thoroughly to dis- 
tribute evenly. Drizzle one cup of 
the broth over the seasoned 
crumbs and toss lightly. Pack 
loosely into hot chicken, Lay in 
roasting pan. Pour another half 
cup broth around chicken. Cover 
and bake in a moderate oven (375 
degrees Fahrenheit) for one and 
one-half hours or until tender. 
Remove lid, increase heat to 400 
degrees Fahrenheit and cook until 
skin is appetizingly browned. 
Serves four or five.

Push 
to one side of pan and brown one 
pound ground meat. Add one No. 
2 can tomatoes (two and one-half 
cups), one-fourth teaspoon pa- 
prika, one-fourth teaspoon chill 
powder, one-half teaspoon Worces- 
tershire sauce, one and one-half 
teaspoons salt, one-fourth tea- 
spoon black pepper, one small bay 
leaf and one teaspoon dried pars- 
ley; cover and simmer gently for 
30 minutes.

NEW YORK, Sunday. 
T yesterday's meeting of the 
Human Rights Commission, 
Dr. Chang, the Chinese repre- 
gentative, spoke with deep insight 
about the problems we must con- 
sider in writing the preamble to 
the proposed bill of human rights. 
Dr. Chang, speaking without 
notes in the general debate, 
stressed the need for bringing an 
historical background to bear upon 
the subject. He pointed out that 
in the eighteenth century human 
rights had come to the fore in 
contrast to the doctrine of the 
divine right of kings. in the nine- 
teenth century, however, world 
thinking and European thinking 
had slipped back, and it was not 
until the twentieth century that 
our views were again placed on 
a broad plane, 


* o * 

SINCE THE divine right of 
kings became a thing of the past, 
continued Dr. Chang, much em- 
phasis has been laid on man the 
animal. Only a small layer sep- 
arates the animal from thinking 
man, and perhaps the difference 
may simply be that man can think 
of someone else as well as of 
himself—the “two-thinking man,” 
as Dr. Chang put it. It is that 
little difference which means 
progress for the human race.” 

Dr. Chang also called attention 
to the fact that China had long 
stood in the forefront of philo- 
sophic thought. In the eighteenth 
century its philosophic writings 
were known to all thinkers in Eu- 
rope, but in the following cen- 
tury the European outlook again 
became provincial. Only now are 
we thinking again on a world 
scale, 

As Dr. Chang talked, I looked 
across the table where sat the in- 
terpreters and other representa- 
tives to the seats beyond filled 
with visitors, many of them high 
schoo] students. I felt what a 
great opportunity it was for these 


young people to listen to the re- 
flections of so mature a mind. 
I do not know what went on in 
the minds of those youngsters; 
but my own desire is to know s0 
much more than I do, and I wish 
I could be young again with years 
ahead of me to acquire knowledge! 


* - * 

IN THE LATTER PART of the 
afternoon, the Yugoslavian repre- 
sentative touched on a point which 
may prove one of the difficult 
trends of thought to reconcile 


‘with the conception held by many 


of the members of the Human 
Rights Commission. As I under- 
stood him, he felt that in many 
of the bills of human rights 
which had been presented for 
study the emphasis was wrong 
because it was based on the rights 
of individuals, whereas the new 
trends in the world made it im- 
possible to consider individuals 
except collectively. 

General discussion of these 
matters will continue today, and 
I will refer to them again, since 
I believe it is of great importance 
to refer to them again, since I be- 
lieve it is of great importance to 
the people of the world. -—-E.R.

CAPONE GANG: Its Past and Present 


Pressure From Chicago Finally Split ay Time Partners i

This is the second of two stories 
on the Capone gangsters. The first 
appeared in yesterday’s Everyday 
Magazine. 


HILE Capone gangsters and 
W rootiezers were making mil- 

lions, and buying Florida es- 
tates, during the late '20s, Chicago 
was going broke. The city was 
in moral] and financial bankruptcy. 
The police force was graft-ridden 
and demoralized; prosecuting au- 
thorities were seemingly helpless. 
Chiefs of police were appointed 
and fired almost as fast as presi- 
dents of the Unione Sicilione were 
inaugurated and murdered. The 
weird administration of “Big Bill” 
Thompson as Mayor added to the 
confusion. 


Entering 1930, Chicago had 
floating debts totaling $280,000,000, 
with 40,000 public employes un- 
paid. The Board of Education 
could not pay its coal bills, $480,- 
000, and was without funds to buy 
books. A citizens’ rescue commit- 
tee was formed to extricate the 
city from its predicament. The 
nation’s wildest town was paying 
the fiddler, The only light point 
was that punishment was about to 
be meted out on Capone, from an 
unexpected source, 


The long arm of the Federal 
Government caught up with Ca- 
pone in 1931, when the Boss Boot- 
legger was sentenced to 11 years 
imprisonment for violating Fed- 
eral income tax laws. Ironically 
Capone was never convicted in 
any of the crimes of violence in 
which he participated. His one- 
year stretch in Pennsylvania for 
pistol-toting was his longest prison 
term until he ran afoul of the 
Federal income tax laws, 


Al seryed part of his sentence at 
Alcatraz Island (The Rock), where 
he was stabbed with a scissors by 
another convict in one of several 
prison affrays. He was released 
from Alcatraz in 1939 and, follow- 
ing treatment by a psychiatrist, 
went to his Florida estate, where 
he died Jan. 25, He was peri- 
odically reported suffering from a 
mental ailment, or, in the lan- 
guage of some of his associates, 
he was “nutty as a cuckoo.” 

After Al went to prison his 
brother, Ralph (Bottles) Capone, 
“Greasy Thumb” Guzik and Frank 
Nitti, known as “The Enforcer,” 
carried on. The repeal of National 
Prohibition in 1933 put an end to 
the bootleg millions, and survivors 
of the machinegun liquor wars 
breathed easier. The bootleg bar- 
ons had “made their pile.” There 
is no record of any of them going 
on relief, 

Just what the old Capone crowd 
was doing no one felt qualified to 
say until James M, Ragen Sr., 
Chicago racing news czar, was 
wounded by gunmen in South Chi- 
cago last June 24. Ragen, who 
died Aug. 9 as a@ result of the 
wounds, threw some rather aston- 
ishing light on the operations of 
the Capone syndicate, which he 
declared was out to get him. 

Following a previous attempt on 
his life last May, Ragen dictated 
a 98-page document on gambling 
operations, which he _ released 
through Chicago authorities after 
he was shot. A similar document 
was found in his safety deposit 
box after his death. 

Ragen charged that the old Ca- 
pone gang proposed to take over 
all racing news distribution west 
of Pittsburgh, and was deter- 
mined to seize the Annenberg- 
Ragen distribution chain. He 
named Jack Guzik, Hymie Levin, 
Murray Humphreys, Tony Accardo 
and Joe Marcangelo as directors 
of the Capone plan, and he also 
named a former Stdte Senator as 
a political fixer for the Capone 
group.

Of local interet was Ragen’s 
statement to associates, while in 
the hospital, that Sheriff John F. 
Dougherty was the St. Louis rep- 
resentative of the Capone gang- 
sters in their attempt to move into 
this territory. Ragen told a Post- 
Dispatch reporter, through an as- 
sociate, shortly before he died

ness on the East Side “Judge 
Dougherty,” a title Sheriff Dough- 
erty carries over from his justice 
of the peace days, was the head of 
the St. Louis crowd in close con- 
tact with the Capone plans, Ragen 
asserted, 

Ragen told associates’ that 
Dougherty attended meetings of 
Capone syndicate leaders at River 
Forest, a suburb of Chicago. In 
turn, Willie Heeney,. present Ca- 
pone leader in Cicero, came to St. 
Louis last year with an associate, 
who later reported: “We had a 
swell time in St. Louis—with the 
sheriff there,” 

Opening its drive into St. Louis 
territory last year, the Capone 
mob sent two Egan gangsters and 
an East Side hoodlum to Paul 
(Bev) Brown and Clarence (Gully) 
Owen with a demand to be cut in 
on the profits of Pioneer, Inc. Dur- 
ing Prohibition days the Capone 
crowd maintained liaison with the 
old Egan gang, thus it was but 
natural that they would again re- 
all that association in the in- 
imidation of Brown and Owen. 


The pressure from Chicago split 
the firm of Brown and Owen and 
last week the word went around 
that “Bey jumped.” The _ Post- 
Dispatch learned that Brown is 
resigning Feb. 10 as vice president 
of Pioneer, Inc. He-has not Said 
what he intends to do with his 
25 per cent stockholding in the 
company, but there are under- 
world reports he may become 
manager of a local outlet for the 
Chicago syndicate’s Trans-Ameri- 
can Publishing Co. service. 

Owen is determined to resist en- 
croachment, and is reorganizing 
his company, with 22 bookmakers 
as his new partners. The move is 
a form of insurance, he believes, 
and he is reported to have re- 
marked, “now they have more 
than 20 of us to kil).” 

At Kansas City the Capone syn- 
dicate had better luck, taking over 
the operation and staff of the Har- 
mony Publishing Co., which dis- 
tributed racing wire information 
furnished by the late Ragen’s 
chain, The Harmony company has 
its headquarters in the DeGraw 
building and was controlled by 
Simon Partnoy, partner of the late 
Charles (Hardluck) Haughton, for- 
mer St, Louis gambler and pro- 
moter.

Des 
Moines, capital of the Iowa corn 
belt, is another point of operation 
for the syndicate. The Chesterfield 
Publishing Co,, in Des Moines, is 
served by the syndicate by wire 
from Kansas City. 

Louisville, Ky., another’ key 
point in the racing news field, was 
also, placed on the Capone time- 
tablé, with the details for taking 
over being intrusted to Francis 
(Slim) Curry, Joliet (Ill.) hand- 
book operator and long a Capone 
follower. Curry joined forces with 


Ray Isert, who had been maneu- - 


vering for position in the racing 
information field since last spring, 
when Barney McDevitt, who con- 
trolled the racing news field in 
Louisville for 25 years, stepped out 
after a political upset. Chief of 
Police Carl Heustis told the Post- 
Dispatch last October that his de- 
partment knew definitely that big 
money was.coming to town from 
the Capone mob in its efforts to 
muscle in there in the racing in- 
formation field. The telephone 
company co-operated with Louis- 
ville police by removing 20 tele- 
phones obtained by Curry and his 
associates, and the invasion was 
not a definite success. 

At Dallas, Tex., Capone plans re- 
ceived a definite setback, and at 
New Orleans the Chicago emis- 
saries ran into a rough reception, 
Last December, Sheriff-elect Steve 
Guthrie, of Dallas county, and 
vice-squad officer George Butler, 
played along With Paul Rowland 
Jones and Ronieo Jack Nappi, Ca- 
pone agents, who sought to bribe 
the two officers for “protection” 
in business ventures, which they 
estimated would gross about $17,- 
000,000 a year. The proposal in- 
volved control of gambling in Dal- 
las, black-market sugar deals and, 
later, operation of package liquor 
stores. Guthrie, who said he was 
offered $40,000 a month to give the 
syndicate a freehand in gambling, 
set a trap for Jones and Nappi, 
who were arrested on charges of 
attempted bribery and an attempt 
to commit a felony. The matter 
will receive attention from a 
grand jury. During the negotia- 
tions the Capone agents assured 
him, Guthrie said, that they could 
command ample funds from Chi- 
cago and were prepared to “take 
care of competition.” 

In New Orleans, young Mayor 
deLesseps Morrison, former Army 
colonel and opponent of illegal 
gambling, rejected overtures by 
his own father-in-law, who ap- 
peared as a front man for the 
Capone interests, Mayor .Morrison 
told the Post-Dispatch on a recent 
visit to St. Louis. When: Morrison 
took office last May, handbooks 


moved to neighboring parishes, 
but the Lafayette Exchange Bu- 


-reau and the Daily Sports News 
continued to furnish them with 
the necessary operational services 
from New Orleans. J. J. Fogerty 
had operated the service for years, 
under contract with the Annen- 
berg-Ragen chain, 

Morrison’s father-in-law either 
failed to report the Mayor’s re- 
jection of the Capone proposals, 
or the Chicago syndicate decided 
it had nothing to fear if it moved 
in, for it started operations in 
New Orleans last June. On the 
second day of operation a police 
sledge-hammer squad stormed into 
the new racing service headquar- 
ters, smashed teletype machines 
and other equipment, and jailed 
six employes. The sledge-hammer 
squad then moved on to Fogerty’s 
establishment, where $35,000 worth 
of transmission machines and 
other equipment was smashed, and 
arrests were made. The gambling 
charges are still pending. 

There is no open gambling in 
New Orleans, but the Post-Dispatch 
has received reports of 40 “sneak” 
handbooks—there were more than 
900 before Morrison took office— 
and a service to the bookies in 
Jefferson, St. Bernard and other 
parishes neighboring on Orleans 
parish. Fogerty is said to have 
capitulated to the Chicago invad- 


ers, who/permitted him to retain a | 


one-third interest in his business 
and put him on the payroll for 
$150 a week. His explanation for 
acceptance was: “I want to sleep 
nights.” ’

The Capone syndicate did not 
overlook amateur athletics in its 
relentless ‘quest for gambling 
profits,

parlay cards. A drive against 
football gambling was started at 
the University of Illinois in No- 
vember, following the disclosures 
by the Chicago Crime Commission. 


In its drive into the St. Louis 
area, the Capone group muscled 
into East Side gambling opera- 
tions last year, skimming off $60,- 
000 from East Side gamblers’ 
profits in six months. The pres- 
sure was too much for Vic Doyle, 
who closed his East St. Louis 
“Ringside” casino rather than pay 
tribute to the Chicago invaders. 
One of the collection agents was 
“Dang Dang” Finnegan, associate 
of Willie Heeney. “Dang Dang” 
was reported to have collected 
$16,000 from Doyle, for the Chi- 
cago syndicate, while a second 
agent picked up $35,000 from 
Ringside’s profits for the same 
group. Doyle, who knew how to 
handle things to his satisfaction 
on the East Side, apparently 
could not stand that sort of en- 
croachment from Chicago. 

The Chicago syndicate also is 
reported to have collected 7% per 
cent of the profits of the Harlem 
Association, operating the Eagle 
Park lottery outside of East St. 
Louis, until the lottery shutdown 
during the recent grand jury in- 
vestigation of gambling in St. 
Clair county. Syndicate collection 
agent was “Bow Wow” McQuillen, 
retired gambler, who extracted 
$15,000 for his Chicago bosses be- 
fore the grand jury heat was 
turned on. 

St. Clair and Monroe county 
slot machines, of which there were 
thousands, also paid off to the 
Chicago mob. Collections were 
backed by threats and the reputa- 
tions of known killers. Syndicate 
persuasion was also used at Cairo 
and Cape Girardeau on gamblers, 
who were reported inclined to 
resist invasion. 

Preliminary to the proposed in- 
vasion of St. Louis, the Chicago 
group incorporated the Reliable 
News Service in East St. Louis, 
Rich and 
Frank J. Quinn as incorporators. 
Rich served as bondsman for the 
old Shelton gang, and  iater 
worked at Ringside. Quinn worked 
in an East Side gambling house. 

In its drive in St. Louis terrt- 
tory, the Capone syndicaté estab- 
lished a racing wire service at 
Fairmont City, north of East St. 
Louis. Six customers, all on the 
East Side, are being served over 
telephone installations obtained in 
the name of a coal firm. 

What the developments may be, 
no one is willing to forecast. The 
Capone syndicate is reported to 
have insisted that its action here 
is “entirely businesslike”’—with no 
shootings or rough stuff contem- 
plated. But there is no assur- 
ance that this policy will not 
change. The quiet may be broken 
by the tac-tac-tac-tac of the ma- 
chinegun, and the toll of blanket- 
wrapped bodies tossed into road- 
side ditches.

Why You 
Lose at 


BRIDGE

(FIRST OF A SERIES.) 


HERE are two primary rea- 
T sons why you lose at bridge— 
(a) lack of technical skill, (b) 
losing tactics. 

It is not my object to do much 
about the first. It is probably too 
late, anyway. You have been play- 
ing bridge far too long now to 
start learning how to play your 
dummy better. You have been 
making the same mistakes quite 
happily for years and you have 
every intention of going on mak- 
ing them. You don’t want to know 
how to make a contract on a “dou- 
ble squeeze, double’ reversal, 
throw-in” and quite right, too. I 
sympathize. Bridge is a game and 
you play it for pleasure, 

You can well afford to leave 
such highly technical plays to the 
expert. Let him enjoy himself 
with them, together with his ever 
weakening three bids, and all of 
the advanced arguments for in- 
terminable refinements in the 
earefully complicated systems that 
made competitive bridge such a 
nightmare before the war, and 
caused master players to lie awake 
nights regretting that they had not 
played the seven of spades and 
won the match instead of the five 
and lost it. I know. I've done it. 


IN ANY EVENT, it is not lack 
of technical skill that makes you 
a loser at bridge. Bridge clubs 
are full of experts making con- 
tracts on double squeezes and los- 
ing even more money in the course 
of the year than you do. And de- 
serving to lose it. 

It is not tne handling of difficult 
hands that makes the winning 
player. There aren't enough of 
them. It is the ability to avoid 
messing up the easy ones. The 
majority of hands are well within 
the range of the ordinary bridge 
player—well within your range. 
Your technical equipment, assum- 
ing you do not insist on playing 
out of your class, is quite good 
enough to make you & winning 
player. But you're not. 

It is not my concern here to 
increase your technical skill. My 
concern is to tell you how to make 
the most of such skill as you May 
possess. I cannot turn you into 
a winning player overnight. But I 
will, at least, draw your attention 
to all the simple-tactical, mathe- 
matical and psychological mis- 
takes which are the reasons why 
you lose, Mistakes, many of which 
you are quite unaware that you 
are making. 

If you conquer only a fraction 
of them, you will lose a lot less, 
so read tomorrow’s article on the 
points -you lose “Ignoring the 
Odds.” ; 
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NOWADAYS a ee J Lm, _ the students on the 
basis of the class average rather than against some theoretical 
standard of perfection. For example, in my Applied Psychology 
class each semester I would give a final examination that had 
150/true-false and completion items. Suppose a student made 

ly 100 points out of the possible 150. That wonldn’t indicate 
because he got but two thirds of them, that he would rate only 
7 per cent. In fact, his score would be practically meaningless 
until I found out what all the other members of the class did. 
If his score of 100 were the lowest one of all, then he received 
an “E” grade on our A-B-C-D-E method of grading. If his 
‘score of 100 were the highest, then he got an “A” rade, or 
100 per cent. If it were the middle mark of the entire class, 
it warranted a “C” grade. As a matter of fact, only 10 per cent 
of my students made scores of 100 or above, on that final 
examination so he received an “A,” for I automatically warded 
the upper 10 per cent of the students grades “A” or “A—.” 
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THE OLD TYPE ste. GE. where a student got a 
blue book and was told to “discuss” this or that, is becoming 
extinct. Thus we professors don’t have to wade through Horace 
Greeley scripts and sift the wheat from much verbal chaff or 
“bull.” 

We now use objective types of examinations. We offer the 
etudent a mimeographed sheet of statements. (Some are true 
and others are false. He must write the word “true” in front 
of those he thinks are true, and, “false” in front of the others. 
Or we employ “completion” items where he fills in a blank to 
complete the sentence. For instance, “The woneh wesnten President 
of the United States was ng 

Another variety of this objective test is the “multiple 
choice” method. “The first World War began during the presi- 
dency of Taft—Wilson—Coolidge—Harding.” The student then 
underlines the word which he thinks is correct. We also have 
matching problems, where he must pick out the correct solution 
from a printed list and pair it off with its appropriate quéstion 
or protiem. 

Thus our modern examinations are really fun. They are 
like games, where the students are pitting themselves against 
each other, instead of against an absolute standard of perfec- 
tion that some professor may think is 100 per cent. 
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
